Mr. Dulles: 

a) Noted the Research Program of the Economic Research Area for 
FY 58 and stated that in the future he would like to discuss this Program 
with the DD/I and AD/RR before it is put in final form in order he 
might have an opportunity to give his views on projects to he covered. 

bj Noted a State cable respecting possible changes in the government 
of Yemen and asked DD/P to follow up on this matter.

c) Referred to a State cable from respecting conduct of 

CIA personnel their activities in attempting to defect 
Soviets and Satelnte^an^commented that our people would have to abide 
by State policy in this regard. 

General Cabell: 

a) Noted DD/P had recommended that we drop a service of common 
concern we are now performing for the Army and the Air Force, i. e. , 
teaching a system to provide FOWs with a secure method of communication. 
At the present time this program involves some 12 to 15 personnel at a cost 
of abouj^!02, 000 a year and the Army has asked that it be increased. 

Mr . pointed out that in attempting to reduce personnel and save money 

this is one of the projects considered marginal and for that reason it was 
recommended that the Services individually conduct this activity. He also 
commented there is no big push or rush on our part to drop it, however, it 
could just as easily be conducted elsewhere. After some discussion it
